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The Tagnuts are a band of reprobates from Cambridge. Every time I have seen 
them, massive quantities of alcohol have been consumed and equally massive 
quantities of sweat have been produced. Their "last show" in Cambridge last 
year was one of the coolest shows I've been to down the Man On The Moon and 
now they are back (briefly, at least) for a tour with the Dead Batteries, so we took 
the opportunity to question them about rumours, facts and social theory. Since 
this interview they've had some line-up changes and are writing new songs.

So Tagnuts, what the fuck? I thought you broke up? Why are you touring again? Are you going to 

carry on or is this one off? 

Ian: Were 100 percent in it for the money. After this tour we intend to go on at least a three- week 

cocaine bender with the profits and then break up for a while until our millions of fans are willing 

to pay through the nose to see us then we may do some more gigs. 

Brewer: We may continue, it depends on whether we can even get through this tour first. 



Why are you called the Tagnuts again? 

Ian: We called ourselves The Tagnuts as one of my and brewers friends has a team for worms (one 

of the best party games ever) called bad hygiene and Tagnuts was one of the names of the worms. 
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So how did you guys get together in the first place anyway? 

Ian: Me, Brewer and Jerry Berry used to play in a ska band called Double D around 2005/6 and 
from the ashes of that Brewer asked if I wanted to join a punk band with his friend Jack. After 
the first practice we were playing mediocre ska-punk. After 2 utterly shit gigs we got Gabriel on 
board, as our first bassist liked indie and Gabriel had a criminal record (punx). After a few more 
shit gigs with me singing we caved to the intense pressure Dan was putting on us to let him join 
our band. About three years later we're still playing mediocre ska punk to people who couldn't 
care less and having a fucking good laugh. 

How did the house-party go the other day? I understand it was next to a cop-shop and there are 

pictures circulating the Internet with Ian's cock in a tubesock. 

Ian: It was pretty crazy. We played with the Dead Batteries in a standard-size front room which 

equates to about a quarter the size of a normal venue; suffice to say we busted a dude sweat and 

it all got pretty crucial. Highlights included Mitch from The Dead Batteries dead lifting Casper 

and Jerry Berry leaving a horrific smell in the toilet. The picture your referring too was actually 

taken a few weeks ago and its me stood next to Jerry Berry, we just love each other so much 

sometimes we feel the need to show it in a physical way. 

Brewer: To the guy with a samurai sword, and the make up, you're a bell end . 

What ever happened to all the other 'post-Tagnut' bands you guys were going to do? The Second 
Hand Disasters demo was *sweeeeeet*. 

Ian: To be the most punx band possible SHD recorded a 3-track demo, made a super limited run 
of 25 and then broke up. In a few years the CDs might be worth literally pounds on ebay. There is 
still very small murmuring of link ups with hippys playing country music in Essex and other stuff 
but until after this tour were all just trying to concentrate on remembering how to play our songs. 




What Cambridge bands, past, present and future, do you like? Which bands do you think are 
utter shit? 

Ian: On a punk type level there actually isn't any bands in Cambridge that we're friends with. 
When we were still lying about our age to get into gigs the local bands we saw were the likes 
of Midnight Crazies, Paranoid Simon, Big Ten and Battleska but they broke up long since. 
We've always just seen the bands travelling through who got put on locally (usually by Last 
Gang In Town) however since the demise of Eyegrode Promotions the Cambridge ska-punk 
(not ska, not punk, but ska-punk) scene has been pretty much narrowed down to us.The bands 
I like who are local to East Anglia are IX. H, The Dead Batteries, Faintest Idea, Sam Russo, 
Rebelation,The New Town Kings, This Business Is Closed, Damn This Town. I'm sure there's 
shit loads more I'm forgetting. As for shit bands I think anyone playing stupid white power 
music of any kind can fuck themselves, also one ska punk band from Cambridge who I won't 
even give the honor of naming who played u Walking on Sunshine" and were a bunch of pussy 
holes (not kate or greg) were also shit before they broke up. 

Brewer: Although I listen to ska punk and play it, to be honest I don't like much of the new 
stuff, I don't know why people are so keen to mix it with shit rap and stuff at the moment. 




What's cool and what's wrong with the Cambridge scene in your opinion? 
Ian: I like the fact that all the people on the scene have over the years become good friends 
of the band rather than some people you happen to see at gigs; that and the fact that I can go 
to a gig and act like a total arsehole and not get my head kicked in. I think the main thing 
wrong with the Cambridge scene is the fact that promoters have their balls in a vice. Pubs in 
Cambridge cost between £80-£200 to rent for one night once you throw in bands petrol, food, 
and staff for the night to put on one decent gig can cost as much as £750. This means door 
prices need to be high just to break even which in turn means people won't come to a gig 
unless they know the bands, so no new bands come through Cambridge because promoters 
can't risk putting on unheard of bands, and the punters can end up getting the same old line up 
again and again. In case your wondering what the answer to this predicament is its simple, 
whenever there's a new band on in Cambridge go and give them a watch you never know they 
might even be good! 

Brewer: People everywhere these days are fickle about gigs, missing good bands because they 
won't spend £1 above the usual door price? I put some responsibility on the smoking ban (a 
law I still don't see the point of; a blanket ban on all venues and pubs is extreme, why not just 
have separate rooms or leave it up to the owner to choose?). Punters who may have walked 
in for something different are now often reluctant to do so. It doesn't help that some bands 
charge well above their level and send stupid contracts demanding a small army through the 
door for free with a buffet and tanning booth in the gig room, then play for 25 mins and fuck 
off again. 



Luke Brewer: Why are you a bell-end? Would you like to respond to this allegation? 

Luke Brewer wasn't able to make a statement however his carer Ian responded with this 

statement: 

Luke Brewer is a bell-end. Period. 

If you could drive four people out in the woods, execute and bury them there and nobody ever 

finds out, who would it be? 

Ian: I don't think we'd go quite as far as executing anyone, but I think the Tagnuts top 4 

arseholes would go down like this: 

Ian Armstrong of Hidden Talent Booking 

Itch of The King Blues 

Brewer: If I had chance to I'd love to give a kicking to John Gaunt, Tony Blair, Kelvin 

Mackenzie, and Morrisey. 

I've noticed all the good ska/punk bands don't have any horn sections any more. This a good 
thing, yeah? 

Ian: To be honest it don't matter shit to me if a band I'm watching have a horn section or not 
so long as their having a laugh. I think the reason everyone moved away from using horns is to 
be more like the crustie ska-dub bands than actual 1990s and early 2000s ska-punk coz 
everyone knows ska-punk is for 14 year olds wearing checkerboard shoes and being a smelly 
old crustie and listening to Inner Terrestrials is the way to get laid! 

You guys are one of the few Cambridge punk bands that have toured all over the fucking place. 

What other cities, town and villages out in the middle of nowhere are cool? What shitholes 

would you like to call an artilery fire mission upon? 

Ian: Sheffield is fucking amazing, drinks cost fuck all and chips are proper chips not fucking 

french fries bollocks. StNeots should be burned to the ground, it is actually on The Tagnuts 

black list of places we won't play along with Halsted in Essex (a football club full of 

14-year-olds who liked acoustic rock) and Doncaster in Yorkshire (Brewer actually got chased 

by a gimp down a back alley when he was taking a piss.) 

Brewer: It's not far away but I always have a laugh playing Ipswich v cause the people who turn 

up are always great and there's always a good atmosphere. 




Every band seems to have some sort of alcoholic beverage that was created out of desperation and on a 

budget at 3am. What's yours? 

Ian: Personally I don't drink but the rest of the reprobates in my bands have been known to enjoy the 

following:

Brewer: For the record, unless ian was acting very convincingly when he was on his knees in the pub 

screaming "Dirty Pirate, Please Sleep With Me!" I think hes drinking again. I like cider n black and rum, 

can't handle real drinks. ^^^ 

Every punk says they 'don't watch telly', but all that really means is that they watch their favourite shit on 

iplayer, 40D or Dave. What's your favourite shit on TV? 

Ian: Me and Brewer watch Gilmore Girls religiously, Dan watches dubious porn exclusively and Gabs has 

a worrying obsession with the film Cool Runnings. 

Brewer: I always end up watching top gear over and over, even though I cant drive, I don't like cars and 

Jeremy Clarkson is a cunt.

Mental were a straigth edge hardcore band from Boston, USA. They played a really goofy style of hardcore 
that evolved into groove-ladden moshtastic greatness. For those not knowing what I'm on about think of the 
best parts of Straight Ahead and Underdog and you're on the right path. Members of Mental can also be 
found in a load of other Lockin' Out bands, like Righteous Jams, Dumptruck, Mind Eraser and others. I love 
them because they remind me of how fun hardcore seemed to me when I was a naive 1 5 year old. I am only 
going to list the records that are actually available to buy. There is no official webpage or myspace or anything, 
but you should probably peep lockinout.com and bridge9.com for any Mental and post-Mental stuff. 



The oldest material is collected on 'Yo! 7 which was released on Lockin 7 
Out Records. The first five songs were originally released as a 7", the 
standout track of which is v Iir.Thls song not only features one of the 
most bad-ass intros to any song ever in the past, present and future 
history of music, it also features on the most bad-ass mosh parts as a 
closer. The cover of 'Climbing Aboard 7 kinda shows the way the sound 
Mental was going to move towards later in their discography.The other 
nine songs are a 15-minute live radio set. The quality is reminiscent of 
any Peel Session you might have ever heard, i.e. a bit flat, but with 
enough punch, crunch and live atmosphere to get into it. There are a 
few fuck-ups here and there, but that just adds to the charm. Material 
here is pretty varied with early stuff and stuff from 'Get An Oxygen 
Tank 7 and x And You Know This 7 . 





Their Bridge-9 EP 'Get an Oxygen Tank 7 got released on CD with the tracks 
from And You Know This 1". I have to admit I was not too keen on the 
production on this record. It sounds a bit like it's been recorded in a narrow 
corridor or something and the bass, guitar ,drums and vocals sound a bit 
muddy. However, upon listening to it on a few occasions, I got past that and 
got into the groove of the record.The mosh part in 'Break A Sweat 7 is simply 
monumental in its simplicity and ability to incite grown men to act like 5-year 
olds who have just discovered the joy of dance and professional wrestling in 
the same afternoon. The later material sounds a bit clearer, highlighte being 
the crunchy mosh parts of songs like 'Sike 7 , 'And You Know This 7 and 'Bounce 
Back 7 . Closing with a cover of the Supertouch classic 'Searchin 7 For The 
Light 7 just seals the deal. They do the song perfect justice and set the 
standards they were going to move on from on their next (and final) record. 



'Planet Mental 7 was unfortunately the band's last record, which came out on 
Lockin 7 Out. This record documented a departure from their earlier sound and 
is the record that really got me into Mental. While the goofiness of 'Yo! 7 is still 
there, they sound more grown up, a bit bitter, fed up, disillusioned and mature 
enough to accept and deal with it. The songs are more drawn out, the groove to 
their mosh has reached maximum potential and they aren't afraid to throw in 
the odd grunge/post-hardcore chord-progression and epic rock guitar solo. 
'Future Waves 7 , 'Desperate Times 7 , 'The Living RoonYand'Hate Me Now 7 have 
lyrics that I identify with, about my undestanding of hardcore, how I relate to it 
and other shit like that. Pretty much every song here contains a mosh part of 
epic proportions, making it one of the most crucial records ever. This is also the 
only record I own on multiple formats (apart from my NOFX collection) and am 
anal about recommending the vinyl over the CD. The LP sounds a tad faster, a 
bit more raw and thus, about 15% more epic.

Resolve - 4 Song Sampler TAPE: Fuck yeah, four songs of good ol' fast straight edge 
hardcore that seem to have been written in 1989 after a Youth of Today/Judge show at 
the Anthrax. Not too heavy, not too poppy, just the right amount of breakdowns and 
shouty parts and an epic cover of Bold's "Clear". Resolve have a few people from 
Lethal Enforcer, so there is a good dose of that urgency and 'let's get this fucking show 
on the road' that makes that demo rule. Totally looking forward to the upcoming 
full-length! myspace.com/resolve 

Nervous Breakdown - Never Green EP: I used to think that all bands from Asia 
sounded either like Hi-Standard or Melt Banana. Nervous Breakdown from Indonesia 
however play some pretty gnarly hardcore/punk. I'm sure they don't really want to be 
called a Black Flag-tribute band, but they definitely have that early 1980s East Coast 
USHC experimental/progressive vibe that made the Dead Kennedys and Black Flag 
stand out from all the bands ripping off the Necros and Minor Threat. They also have 
an interview in an older issue of Mild Peril. I can actually picture this band playing a 
squat party in Athens and the kids going mental. They have the trippy guitar bits, they 
have spazzy thrashy bits and they have some singalong parts, so you can imagine how 
awesome this is. I'd let these dudes sleep in my lounge, empty my fridge and smoke my 
pot any day of the year! myspace.com/nervousbreakdown2006 

Lethal Enforcer - Demo TAPE: These guys share members with Resolve, but play a 
different flavour of hardcore. On this tape they plough through 11 short, violent bursts 
of old time hardcore when it meant you played punk rock at double-time and hired 
your local lunatic to control the microphone and possibly antagonise the crowd. 
Brilliant brilliant stuff, I get a strong Negative Approach vibe that I can really get into 
because these guys can actually play their instruments and it sounds solid all the way 
through. Uncomplicated and uncompromising! myspace.com/lethalenforcerhc 

No Dice - S/T TAPE: This tape was out for No Dice's last show. If you are one of the 
few lucky people to own some early C'Z, you might remember that they were a 
fast-core band from Brighton. These five songs are in a similar vein (fast, loud and 
angry), so you won't be disappointed one fucking bit. It's a shame they broke up, 
because I would REALLy have dug this tape if each side had ten to fifteen minutes of 
music. Kids who wear Internal Affairs basketball shorts in the pit will be all over this 
like a paedo at a school dance, myspace.com/nodicehardcore 

More Than A Joke -Trojan Whores EP: First off, this is probably the coolest DIY record I 
have ever been given. The DVD-sized case is made out of cardboard, stenciled and sewn 
together with a nice sheet of tracer paper inside. Anybody putting this much effort into the 
package and NOT sounding like a fucking Placebo/Smiths/Radiohead amalgam deserves 
your attention. The music this band plays is a glorious mix of thrash, grind and crusty punk, 
with some artsie moments in there for good measure. This is punishing music that I wish I 
had back in 1998 when my dad still used to drink 4 espressos for breakfast and drive me 
and my younger brother to school, because I bet one day the road rage would get to him and 
he'd re-enact 'Downfall' in an afternoon. myspace.com/morethanajoke

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Envision - 1998-2009 Tape: As you might pick up from the title, this is a discography tape! 
Side A has their 2009 EP 'Changing Times 7 , while side B has everything they did before 
that. As far as Youth Crew bands go, these Halifax Canadians keep it fairly old school, being 
closer to the sound of Youth of Today and Insted, than Champion or Ignite. They are also 
the more pro-active type of edge band, so while they aren't preaching or calling for kids 
with hoods and basebats to Hake it all back 7 , you will get the point that they are straight 
edge and you should try it because it is positive and awesome, myspace.com/xenvisionx 

Values - JKPG Hardcore Tape: In case you were wondering \J KPG' stands for Jonkoping, 
which is a place in Sweden. Anyway, this 6-song demo is just the sort of thing gigs tend to 
need to liven shit up a bit. They have a noisy (nothing to do with Vioise'the genre) hardcore 
sound that has its old school NYHC moments, with just a hint of despair. The guitars remind 
me a lot of the way Raised Fist make their guitars sound (i.e. THICK and MEATY), which 
is pleasure to my ears. This is pretty sweet, myspace.com/valueshardcore 









Ultimate Blowup - Demo Tape:This is a trio from Turkey who know what the fuck is 
up and playing fast is what the fuck is up. They blast through 6 cuts over here, some 
longer than others, but all with a good doseage of fast. I dig this a lot. The production 
suffers a bit, but this is a demo tape, not a radio dj promo cd-r. Nothing more to say than 
that really, so if you like fast music and tapes, I'd urge you to look into this before the 
band breaks up or something, myspace.com/ultimateblowup 
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Juggernaut - Demo 2009: This unstoppable force of a band comes from Vienna, 
Austria. The name totally fits the band's sound: mash together one part Integrity, one 
part Madball and you have one of the heaviest hardcore bands around that don't sound 
like a metal band. Well, OK, maybe the vocals are a bit too 'scratched up 7 for my liking, 
but with pounding drums, slick bass-lines and crunchy riff as sweet as these, I will let 
that slide. Most definitely the sort of music you need your mosh gloves for. They are 
playing all over Europe this year and I recommend you check them out.

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Fist Of The North Star - Here's To An Early Grave: Talk about totally misjudging a 
book a by its cover. Here's the deal: Anime-inspired band name, gloomy-looking cover 
and a booklet which depicts only a bassist and drummer. What do you think this band, 
sounds like? Zakk Wylde? Kyuss? Someone else who can't spell? No, you are totally 
wrong. This is fast, straight-to-the-point thrashy punk rock, so think of bands like early 
D.R.I, and Bones Brigade. I played this after an hour of whiskey down my local dive of 
a pub expecting Sabbath-like dirge, but was blown away by the crucial 
bandana-thrash iness of this. Is bandana-thrashiness a real word? Fuck no, but this is a

MC Ipod -The "Oh My Fuck He's Got New Songs" EP: MC iPod is one of the two 

geniuses behind the totally sweet Excuse Me, DO You Have Any Cocaine? Zine.This 
musical project of his, if the name wasn't a giveaway, is in the vein of solo synth-pop 
punk white-boy nerd rap that has popping around. And no, I am not going to compare 
this to MC Lars (who has always sucked). This did remind me of Atom & His 
Package and some of those Aquabats synth-based demos that were going around on 
the Internet a few years back. He also rips off one of the most iconic Black Flag 
basslineson'Your Band Sucks 7 and covers 'Party Hard 7 by a Mr. Andrew WK. Who is 
this person?

The Skints - Live.Breathe.Build. Believe: I had heard so much about this album before I 
got a chance to listen to it, loads of people told me how amazing it is and how it is probably 
one of the best made U K reggae albums of 2009. Once I got my mosh glove covered mitts 
on a copy I realised people were not exaggerating. Its fucking brilliant! 10 Sick fucking 
tracks. Mixing several styles and sounds in one record with such ease. The only thing as 
good as the production is the effortless mix in musical styles while still keeping some 
meaningful content in their lyrics. My personal highlights of the band and album are a 
drummer with such slick backing vocals that they could rival any UK Toots cover band.

The Afternoon Gentleman - Pissed Again 7": This record is out via a number of 
different labels, but if you want to buy local head over to Leeds based beefy records. 
This release is 16 tracks of tramp inspired grindcore' and true to form it is exactly that. 
Featuring ex members from warboys, reth, and joe Pesci, the band rip, tear, and pillage 
their way through some half decent grindcore. If anything side A is much better than 
the flip and on the whole the mix is just too damn quiet. Think a less hardcore Afgrund 
and some Napalm Death influences with a lot of thrash, but at a volume which 
desperately needs a boost. I am glad there is a lyric sheet included as although there is 
nothing inspiring (for example, the lyrics to 'stupid dickhead' are 'you fucking dickhead, 
stupid dickhead, fucking dickhead, cunt' ) without it the pig squeals rarely resemble the 
words.

Vulvulator / Decomposing Vomit - Split CD: The first band were from the Ukraine 
and have split up. I haven't really heard much music from there, but this is pretty neat.

Ninia Assassin (Movie): I saw this film on a bit of a whim and lam glad I did. Think back 
to those Americanized Kung fu films from the 90s where the smack of martial arts was 
met with an equal if not greater shudder of automatic weapons. It's a pretty simple story, 
but most of these sort of films are. Despite being set in Berlin it definetely has an 
'american' way of solving the plot's problems, which means everything gets blown to fuck 
and everyone dies at some point. It stars k-pop star Rain (nope, i've not heard of him 
either), that witch from pirates of the carribean and that twat from die another day; not 
brosnan, the other one who looked at the sun and got diamonds in his face - or some shit. 
It's packed with gruesome amputation of the highest degree and 300 style cgi blood. The 
warchowskis have had a finger or two in the production pie, so expect long drawn out 
fighting sequences and their predictable yet still just about enjoyable 'bullet time 1 camera 
work. Go see it. (Review by tet)
